LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  June  30  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  wore  spotty  during  the  past  week,  with  con- 
siderable odd  lot  trading  in  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River,  but  com- 
paratively little  in  Boston  and  Providence,  though  seme  short  cotton 
was  reported  to  be  moving  in  the  vicinity  cf  Boston.      Prices  were 
erratic,  but  for  the  most  part  seemed  tc  be  slightly  firmer  as  to 
basis,  and  noticeably  higher  as  to  flat  prices.

"Farther  business  cn  slightly  off  grade  cotton  is  reported,  and 
there  is  a  steady  absorption  of  the  c f f orings  of  California  and  ether 
far  western  cotton  that  can  bo  had  substantially  under  current 

quotations  for  Delta  staple,  and  the  same  is  true  of  Carolina  offerings

"Egyptians  have  been  dull  and  inactive  thrcughout  the  week,  with 
practically  no  sales  ropcrtod  and  prices  nominally  unchanged.  Thoro 
has  boon  interest  in  Pima,  however,  but  confined  tc  only  a  few 
quarters.      Offerings  of  small  lots  of  Ho.  1  Pima,  old  crop,  have  boon 
made  around  43  cents  to  44  C3nts  but  mills  are  trying  to  buy  No.  2 
and  Ho.  3  around  40  cents  to  41  cents,  and  are  having  difficulty  in 
doing  it.

Tho  loaf  worm  has  mado  its  appoar- 
anco,  boing  more  numerous  in  tho  South  Dolta,  but  energetic  measures 
aro  boing  takon  for  its  dostruction. 

Upper  Egypt:     The  pr- gross  of  tho  plant  is  normal,  and  woathor  con- 
ditions aro  of  tho  best.

Tho  loaf  worm  has  boon 
reported  from  some  places,  but  was  immediately  dostr^yod  by  tho  farmors. 
Tho  "Chalal"  (wilt)  attacking  only  Sakollaridis  and  similar  varieties 
has  boon  reported  in  same  proportion  as  last  year.      In  general  tho 
crop  is  10  to  15  days  late  in  Lower  Egypt,  and  about  equally  advanced 
as  last  year  in  Upper  Egypt."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  Now  Bedford  Standard  of  July  7  states  as  follows: 

"Spots,  odd  lots  for  prompt  shipment,  and  occasional  hundred-bale 

purchases  of  staple  cotton  for  replacement  by  badly  pinched  shippers 

constituted  most  of  the  trading  in  the  cctton  markets  of  Now  England 

during  the  past  week.      There  was  active  buying  interest  and  at  least 

one  large  mill  in  Now  Bedford  and  a  sizeable  group  of  mills  in  Pall 

River  were  openly  and  steadily  in  the  market  for  staple  cotton. 

Others  were  buying  hero  and  there  in  small  lots.      Occasional  fancy 

priced  salos  of  high  grades  at  heavy  premiums  were  reported,  and 

there  was  the  usual  shopping  around  for  off  grades  and  bargain  lots. 
*  *  * 

"California  and  Carolina  staple  cottons  are  still  being  pushed 
with  more  or  less  success,  since  they  can  bo  sold  substantially 
under  the  current  market  for  Delta  staple,  and  cctton  merchants  are 
also,  finding  the  present  period  very  favorable  for  disposing  of 
irregular  lots  cf  off- charactered  cctton  that  has  previously  boon 
hard  to  move, 

"Despite  the  weakness  in  the  Alexandria  market  for  Sakollaridis 
cotton,  quotations  for  Sakol  in  the  local  market  havo  boon  nominally 
unchanged  this  week,  and  little  or  no  buying  interest  has  developed. 
Announcement  that  the  Egyptian  government  intends  tc  auction  its 
stock  of  cotton  are  oxpoctod  tc  bring  about  substantially  lev/or  Sak 
quotations  but  mill  men  havo  boon  sc  little  interested,  apparently, 
that  there  has  boon  no  point  in  changing  the  spot  quotations. 
Uppers,  too,  havo  boon  inactive  this  woek,  but  Pima  has  seen  occasional 
inquiry,  though  littlo  doaling  has  taken  place.

It  is 
claimed  more  especially  that  the  "Shallal"  (drying  of  the  plant),  a 
disease  which  during  tho  last  few  years  had  enly  a  theoretical 
importance,  is  doing  this  year  substantial  damage,  the  percentage 
of  the  plants  attacked,  quite  unimportant  previously,  having  become 
this  year  unusually  important.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  July  21  states  as  follows: 

"With  tho  exception  of  a  slight  increase  in  the  inquiry  for  extra 

long  staple  cotton,  there  has  been  little  activity  in  cotton  markets 

hore  or  elsewhere  in  New  England  during  tho  past  week.      Tho  advance 

in  cotton  futures  has  found  little  or  no  sympathy  hero  and  mill  mon 

apparently  feel  no  confidence  in  the  higher  levels.      Basis  quotations 

either  on  old  crop  or  new  crop  have  changed  hardly  at  all,  so  that 

flat  prices  for  old  crop  offerings  of  extra  staple  lengths  have  been 

higher  and  manufacturers  have  been  unwilling  to  follow  tho  advance. 
•  *  *  * 

"Nov;  crop  interest  continues,  but  is  confinod  chiefly  to  quotations 
on  basis.      There  are  reports  of  seme  sales  of  new  crop  ranging  from 
government  inch  staplo  up  to  inch  and  one-sixteenth  in  middling  and 
strict  middling.      Tho  business  was  due  chiefly  to  the  lack  of  old 
crop  offerings  in  those  staplo  lengths.      Shipment  was  gi von  as 
August-Soptcmbor-Octcber .      No  real  buying  of  extra  staple  lengths 
for  Pall  shipment  has  been  reported  as  yet  in  any  large  way,  though 
occasional  sales  of  inch  and  one-eighth  and  of  inch  and  fivo  thirty- 
seconds  have  taken  place  in  several  quarters  of  tho  market  during 
tho  past  six  weeks.      Many  mill  men  hero  are  looking  for  lowor  basis 
figuros  on  now  crop  staplo  cotton  if  tho  future  markets  continue  to 
advance  and  crop  prospects  in  the  Delta  section  continue  as  brilliant 
as  thoy  have  been  up  to  date. 

"Egyptians  have  not  boon  particularly  active,  though  occasional 
sales  of  modium  grade  Sakol  aro  reported  to  have  taken  place  in  small 
lets.      Medium  grade  Sakol  is  quoted  around  36  cents  to  37  cents, 
and  modium  grado  uppers  are  nominally  quoted  around  23  cents,  though 
some  claim  this  figure  can  be  shadod  on  a  firm  bid  for  small  quantities.

"The  news  received  this  week  on  tho  crop  is  very  good.  Under 
the  influence  of  warm  weather  and  normal  irrigation,  tho  plants 
present  a  robust  appearance  and  their  progress  is  quito  satisfactory. 

"There  have  bean  a  few  complaints  of  leaf  worm  attack,  but  tho 
resulting  damage,  at  any  rate  up  to  new,  has  been  insignificant."

EGYPT I AW  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 
(Not  for  publication) 


The  information  contained  in  this  News  Letter  is  drawn  mainly 
from  newspapers  and  trade  journals,  the  published  source  of  the 
information  being  given  in  every  case.      The  object  of  the  letter 
is  to  furnish  information  to  officials  and  ccoparators  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  market 
for  long  staple  cotton.        The  Department  assumes  no  responsibility 
for  the  accuracy  and  reliability  of  these  quoted  statements,  and 
under  no  circumstances  should  they  bo  republished  as  having  been 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 


The  Now  Bedford  Standard  of  July  28  states  as  follows: 

"Moderate  buying  interest  in  spots  and  prompt  shipment  old  crop 
cotton  featured  this  and  other  Now  England  cotton  markots  during 
the  past  wook.      Some  replacement  business  was  put  through  at 
rather  full  prices,  but  the  markot  was  not  particularly  stiff  as  a 
whole,  for  shippers  are  disposed  to  accopt  firm  bids  for  cotton 
they  still  hold,  whenovor  mills  are  willing  to  meet  them  halfway 
on  prices . 


"New  crop  interest  has  not  been  particularly  active,  though 
offers  are  more  numerous  and  many  are  now  willing  to  sell  Pall 
shipment  on  the  same  basis  as  old  crop.      Soma  are  willing  to  go 
even  lower  on  Soptembor-Octobor-Novembor  shipment,  figuring  on  a 
heavy  crop  in  the  Delta  as  at  present  indicatod.  *** 

"Sporadic  trading  in  Egyptian  uppers,  medium  grade,  has  been 
reported  from  quarters  closely  connected  with  the  tiro  trade. 
Prices  have  advanced  from  around  23  cents  to  the  neighborhood  of 
25  cents,  owing  to  the  rise  in  Alexandria  futures,  and  most  of 
the  trading  was  done  at  levels  in  between.      Only  limitod  quantities 
have  boon  sold,  as  yet,  and  tho  trading  seems  to  have  stalled 
because  of  the  refusal  of  the  mills  to  meet  the  advance  squarely. 
Medium  grade  Sakel,  which  changed  hands  a  week  or  two  ago  around 
35  cents  when  tho  Alexandria  futuro  markot  was  around  tho  31  cents 
level,  has  now  advanced  to  around  37  cents  for  medium  grade,  and  is 
not  very  active  at  that  figure.       High  grade  Sakel,  quoted  around 
39  cents,  has  been  sold  in  a  very  small  way  to  fine  yarn  spinners. 


LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
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Statement  rolativo  to  long  staplo  cotton  inarkot  continued: 

"Intorest  in  Pima  cotton  for  Fall  shipment  has  developed,  owing 
to  the  attompt  of  somo  brokers  to  get  mills  to  place  their  orders 
far  onough  in  advance  to  allow  for  the  four  weeks  trip  from  tho 
Southwest  to  Now  England.      Efforts  are  being  made  to  buy  No.  2  Pima 
around  37  cents  or  slightly  less,  but  quotations  aro  holding  firmly 
now  around  39  conts  for  number  ones,  38  cents  for  twos,  37  cents  for 
threes  and  35  conts  to  36  conts  for  number  fours. 

"Current  quotations  on  middling  old  crop  for  prompt  s?iipment, 
classed  on  government  grado  and  staple  standards  and  based  on 
December  are:
